Fresh strawberries and strawberry 
jam will cost about 20 per cent. more 
this year than tlfey did in 1919, and 
raspberrics will follow esuit, accord- 
ing to information received from Bri- 
tish Columbia by the land and re- 
sources department, Canadian Nation- 
al railways. It is set forth in the 
statement that producers in the Gor- 
don Head district, B.C., already have 
sold 250 tons of their 1920 strawberry 
crop in advance at 20 cents per pound, 
whereas the price paid last year was 
16 and 17 cents, 

It was predicted that the cheapest 
wholesale price for strawberries this 
year would be $4.50 per crate, as com- 
pared with $3.50 and $4.00 in 1919,
